The  grounds 
are  well  shaded,  affording  good  opportunity  for  hammocks,  etc.  Various  indoor 
amusements  are  provided,  a  piano,  a  room  for  ping  pong.  etc.  The  house  is 
planned  with  the  object  of  affording  cool,  airy  rooms,  its  many  windows  ensuring 
a  good  circulation  of  air.  The  windows  are  screened  and  blinded.  The  sanitary 
conditions  and  water  supply  are  excellent.  Each  room  has  a  pleasant  view.  Beds 
all  have  wire  springs  and  mattresses  or  feather  beds,  as  preferred.  Without  any 
pretence  at  an  elaborate  bill  of  fare,  an  endeavor  is  made  to  obtain  nothing  but  the 
best  for  the  table  and  we  have  a  good  supply  of  milk,  cream,  eggs,  vegetables  and 
fruits. 

Our  aim  is  to  provide  those  who  enjoy  rural  life  and  pastimes  with  a  com- 
fortable country  home,  and,  from  our  experience  of  a  numt>er  of  years,  we  think 
our  guests  will  not  be  disappointed.

Again  as  in  the  past,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  worked 
along  with  us  this  past  year.  We  have  had  a  very  busy  year, 
with  many  varied  calls  and  complaints,  from  House  Breaks 
fires,  our  share  of  Automobile  Accidents,  Burned  and 
abandoned  cars,  to  Domestic  calls,  plus  Traffic  Duty  and  Radar 
Traffic  Control.  We  have  given  free  time  to  all  Town  functions 
and  organizations,  plus  opening  day  of  School  and  Graduation 
This  past  year  our  portable  radio  was  put  in  service  and  has 
worked  out  very  well.  Our  share  of  this  to  the  Crime 
Commission  was  [56.00]  dollars  as  noted  in  the  report.  Again 
my  thanks  to  Lloyd  Currier  for  checking  it  out. 

This  past  year  I  have  answered  a  variety  of  calls,  some  of  which 
were  very  time  consuming  and  consisting  of  the  following.  I 
served  27  summons,  responed  to  7  fires,  6  vandalism  cases,  1 
shooting  complaint,  one  shooting  complaint  on  posted  land,  one 
waywardu  bear  smashing  bee  hives,  one  wayward  calf,  6 
wayward  children,  4  calls  people  stealing  wood,  3  calls  people 
stealing  stone  walls,  6  calls  for  stolen  signs,  4  calls  for 
vandilizing  mailtx)xes,  4  calls  for  smashed  lignts.  One  call  for 
missing  mailbox,  6  burnt  cars,  6  abandoned  cars,  2  hit  and  run 
cases,  7  Mutual  Aid  calls  from  Neighboring  Towns. 

I  also  checked  28  cars  for  title  numbers  for  Registration,  Issued 
12  citations,  4  stop  sign  violations,  [Unfit  for  driving]  two  of 
these  where  towed,  14  D.I.  tags,  and  6  cars  without  stickers. 
Also  there  was  1  D.W.I,  case  and  the  driver  was  arrested, 
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losing  his  lie.  for  90  days.,  26  accidents,  4  of  these  arrested,  10 
of  these  minor  skidding  accidents  and  not  court  cases.  One  call 
for  Hermit  toeing  on  private  land.  He  was  (evicted,  with  nine 
dogs.  17  calls  motor  bikes  in  and  on  private  property  and  also  4 
horseback  riding  calls  on  posted  land.  3  disorderly  calls  and  1 
arrest,  14  calls  for  jeeps  and  four  wheel  drive  vehicles  on  posted 
land.  One  call  because  of  a  tractor  Backhoe  going  through 
posted  land  and  cutting  wires  and  breaking  through  stone  walls, 
10  Domestic  calls  three  at  Eatons  Camp  Ground,  Three  at 
Grandmasions  and  one  at  Gentiles.  2  arrests  were  made  for 
breaking  and  enterina,  holding  stolen  property.  4  calls  because 
of  electrical  wires  being  down  and  three  calls  to  Lovelys  with 
one  arrest. 

I  Have  driven  my  own  vehicles  over  9,000  miles,  put  in  over 
1400  man  hours  answering  calls  and  complaints.  Also  I  have 
put  in  a  lot  of  leg  work  investigating  fires,  accidents,  patroling, 
and  checking  around  the  town  at  all  hours  of  the  day  or  night, 
keeping!  an  eye  on  all  empty  homes,  and  people's  homes  who's 
owners  are  on  vacation. 

I  have  put  in  a  number  of  long  hours  throughout  the  year,  not 
only  for  the  Town  and  welfare  of  the  Town's  people,  but  in 
keeping  with  the  ever  changing  times.  I  have  attended  Law 
enforcement  meetings  all  over  the  State.  I  also  have  attended 
meetings  in  Concord  at  the  Governor's  request  which  are  very 
time  consuming  and  we  have  to  pick  up  the  tab  ourselves.  I 
maintain  and  pay  my  own  repair  bills  on  my  vehicles,  and  we 
pay  our  own  expenses  and  dues  whenever  we  go  to  a  meeting  or 
a  function. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  the  sum  of  $  3,500.00  to  run  the 
department.

The  department  responded  to  17  calls  in  our  town.  Seven  of 
these  calls  were  unassisted,  which  made  a  savings  of  $1400.00 
to  the  town.  At  one  call  this  year,  we  had  assistance  from  East 
Kingston,  Newton,  Kensington,  Kingston,  and  Seabrool<  at  no 
charge,  because  our  town  belongs  to  the  Interstate  Mutual  Aid 
System.    These  towns  all  deserve  special  thanks. 

This  year  our  department  has  put  an  article  in  the  town 
warrant  for  the  purchase  of  a  used  Class  A  pumper.  This  piece 
of  apparatus  will  better  the  town  in  fire  protection  and  life 
safety.  It  will  also  make  a  considerable  savings  on  insurance 
rates.  If  you  have  any  questions  on  this  article,  please  contact 
the  fire  chief. 

The  Federal  government,  last  year,  granted  the  fire 
department  $500.00  in  a  special  grant,  which  the  town  matched 
with  $500.00.  We  used  this  money  to  purchase  a  portable  radio 
and  three  Plectron  radios,  which  are  a  very  important  part  of 
our  communications  system.  We  are  asking  for  the  same 
amount  this  year  to  enable  us  to  purchase  more  radio 
equipment.  Our  red  phone  system  has  been  very  effective,  in 
that  the  calls  are  handled  quickly  and  efficiently.  This  phone 
system  also  activates  the  siren  --  another  important  link  in  our 
communications. 
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Seven  oil  burner  permits  were  issued  in  1976,  along  with 
65  out-door  fire  permits. 

Several  fire  drills  were  field  at  Barnard  Scfiool  this  past 
year.  The  students  and  teachers  have  been  instructed  in  proper 
evacuation  procedures  and  have  successfully  emptied  the 
building  in  a  matter  of  seconds. 


The  men  in  the  department,  again  this  year,  have  attended 
various  courses  at  several  fire  schools.  Each  one  has  devoted 
many  hours  to  this,  and  they  are  very  well  trained  tsecause  of  it. 

This  year  the  Firemen's  Association  built  an  addition  on 
our  fire  station.  Many  hours  of  labor  and  all  of  the  materials 
were  provided  by  the  Association.  This  was  of  no  cost  at  all  to 
the  town.  The  Women's  Auxiliary  donated  money  to  the 
department  for  the  purchase  of  six  firemen's  coats  and  toward 
one  of  the  radios.  The  cost  will  be  shown  in  the  budget 
breakdown. 

This  past  year  we  assisted  Amesbury,  During  their  water 
problems  at  the  pumping  station,  by  lending  them  our  portable 
500  gallon  forestry  pumper.  This  service  was  provided  under 
mutual  aid,  at  no  cost  to  the  town  of  Amesbury  for  the  pumper.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIREWARDEN 


Since  Its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department 
has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local 
authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester, 
who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  Fire  warden  and 
several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a 
three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all 
outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only 
issued  at  such  times  and  In  such  places  as  the  fire  warden 
deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and 
equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  In 
one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  20  years.

BRIEF  RESUME  OF  WORK  DONE  THIS  PAST  YEAR 

All  roads  were  patched  throughout  the  summer.  The  Brush  was 
cut  on  Highland  Road,  Locust  Street,  part  of  Hilldale  Ave, 
Woodman  Road  and  Chase  road.  A  chipper  was  hired  and  all 
brush  that  was  cut  was  hauled  away.  More  Brush  should  be  cut 
this  year,  the  Lone  Goose  road  area  is  bad  and  should  be  cut.  A 
new  piece  of  road  was  put  d6wn  on  Hilldale  ave,  near  the 
Newton  Line  with  the  old  road  ripped  up.  Two  new  culverts 
were  added  to  take  care  of  bad  water  and  ice  problems  that  we 
had  last  year.  New  gravel  hauled  in  and  a  three  inch  Mix  was 
put  down  and  rolled.  A  two  inch  mix  was  put  down  on  Lone 
Goose  road  after  all  the  ditches  were  cleaned  out  and  cdebris 
was  hauled  away.  Other  parts  of  this  road  should  be  done  this 
year. 

The  same  thing  was  done  to  parts  of  Chase  road,  and  this  road 
also  needs  more  work  this  year.  A  New  Culvert  was  put  in  on 
Stage  Coach  road  to  replace  the  old  one  that  was  plugged  up 
and  cracked  and  pushed  up  above  the  road  bed  causing  a  bad 
bump.  Also  some  of  the  brush  in  the  area  was  cut  and  ditches 
were  cleaned  out. 
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The  Ditches  were  cleaned  out  on  Hilldale  Ave  and  one  part  of 
Locust  Street  with  Sicty  yards  of  mix  used  on  different  parts  of 
the  road  to  try  to  straighten  out  bad  places  in  the  road  bed,  such 
as  part  of  Old  150  near  Killcup  residence,  Highland  St.  Locust 
St.  Hilldale  ave. 

This  year,  Highland  Road,  past  Collins  residence  to  Line  should 
have  work  done,  also  Chase  road  and  Woodman  road  needs 
repair,  as  does  West  Whitehall  Road,  and  part  of  Hilldale  ave, 
and  also  Locust  Street,  which  handles  a  major  part  of  traffic  to 
and  from  P  &  S  Lumber.  These  roads  must  be  kept  in  shape  or 
we  will  lose  them  and  have  to  start  all  over  again. 

This  year  with  the  rising  costs  of  oil,  hiring  of  equipment  and  all 
the  other  things,  we  are  asking  for  $10,000.00  for  summer 
Maintenance.  In  closing  I  might  add  that  I  feel  Monies 
appropriated  last  year  were  spent  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Tax  payer.

This  year  is  definately  the  year  the  Newton  dump  will 
close.  There  appears  to  be  no  way  South  Hampton  can  have  a 
dump  budget  of  $3,500.00. 

Over  the  past  year  the  Dump  Committee  has  held 
correspondence  with  area  towns  and  private  concerns  for  a 
possible  solution  to  South  Hamptons  rubbish  disposal.  The 
lowest  cost  per  capita,  long  term  solution  for  rubbish  disposal  is 
what  we  are  working  for. 

Residential  pickup  for  the  town  has  been  looked  into  and 
appears  to  be  very  expensive. 

At  the  present  time  meetings  are  being  held  with 
Kensington  on  a  possible  incinerator.  Meetings  are  also  being 
held  with  Newton  on  possible  containers  at  a  transfer  station  to 
be  hauled  to  a  landfill  dump. 

Your  Dump  Committee  will  work  on  the  problem  until  the 
best  solution  is  found.  Feel  free  to  contact  any  member  if  you 
have  questions  or  suggestions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTH  HAMPTON 
BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 


The  Town  of  South  Hampton  was  recognized  officially  as  a 
Bicentennial  Community  in  a  ceremony  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
June  27,  1976  at  which  the  Town  was  presented  the  blue 
American  Revolution  Bicentennial  flag. 

In  addition  to  the  presentation  ceremonies  on  June  27,  the 
Bicentennial  Commission  planned  and  coordinated  a  flea 
market  and  t}ean  supper  on  May  15  and  a  Bicentennial  Day  on 
July  18  which  featured  an  ecumencial  service  on  the  Common,  a 
Lobster  and  Clam  Bake,  and  a  Band  Concert. 

During  the  spring,  the  Commission  applied  to  the  State 
Revolutionary  Bicentennial  Commission  for  a  $1,000  grant  for 
the  new  Barnard  School  Playground.  The  Commission  was 
proud  to  report  that  their  application  was  successful  and  that 
the  check  for  $1 ,000  was  presented  to  the  School  Board  and 
helped  pay  a  major  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  grading,  seeding 
and  fencing  of  the  Playground. 

As  a  result  of  the  Commission's  various  fund-raising 
projects  through  the  spring  and  summer  of  1976,  we  have 
$715.87  which  we  are  committed  to  spend  on  a  project  in  the 
Town.  Restoration  of  the  old  Locust  Street  Cemetary  and 
enclosure  of  the  Common  have  tieen  suggested. 

We  know  that  all  the  town's  people  are  proud  of  South 
Hampton's  designation  as  a  Bicentennial  Community.

The  Watershed  Association  involves  the  towns  of 
Hampstead,  Sandown,  Danville,  Kingston,  East  Kingston, 
Newton,  South  Hampton  N.H.  and  Amesburyj  Mass. 

This  coming  year,  the  Watershed  Association  intends  to 
launch  a  membership  drive  and  we  urge  concerned  individuals 
and  organizations  to  become, members. 

This  past  year,  we  have  investigated  many  complaints 
regarding  violations  of  the  South  Hampton  Wetlands.  A 
predominant  feature  of  South  Hampton  is  its  wetlands  and  for 
the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  South 
Hampton  every  effort  has  been  made  by  us  to  see  that  these 
wetlands  are  not  exploited  unwisely. 

Commission  members  thank  the  townspeople  for  the 
confidence  they  have  placed  in  us.

You  will  recall  that  you  previously  asked  for  our 
opinion  concerning  the  status  of  Peak  Road,  so-called, 
and  we  responded  to  your  request  by  letter  dated  August 
26,  1976  addressed  to  the  South  Hampton  Planning  Board. 
At  that  time,  we  were  unaware  of  any  Town  vote  ever  taken 
to  discontinue  Peak  Road  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
as  now  contained  in  RSA  238:1.   You  have  now  brought  to  our 
attention,  the  fact  that  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
held  in  March  1873,  contained  in  Article  11th  the  following 
language : 

"To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  road  leading  from  near  the  house  of  Abner  J. 
Wiggin  to  Nortons  Corner  (so  called)". 

You  have  further  brought  to  our  attention  that  the 
minutes  of  the  Town  Clerk's  records  for  such  meeting  establishes 
that  the  Town  voted  to  discontinue  the  road  above  described. 

It  is,  therefore,  our  opinion,  that  the  above  described 
road,  since  the  time  of  the  vote  above  indicated,  ceased  to  have 
any  servitude  for  public  use  whatsoever  and  became  totally 
closed.   There  is  no  right  of  any  member  of  the  public,  includinj 
those  owning  property  which  appears  to  be  adjacent  to  said  road, 
to  use  said  road  for  purposes  of  public  ingress  and  egress 
and/or  building  thereon  and/or  any  other  use  of  a  public  sense.

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To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the  South 
Hampton  School  District. 

Two  major  curriculum  thrusts  this  year  have  been  a 
detailed  analysis  of  the  results  in  all  districts  of  the  Iowa  Test  of 
Basic  Skills  and  the  Cognitive  Abilities  Test  to  help  develop 
priorities  for  the  study  and  creation  of  curriculum  and  the 
construction  of  a  complete  Math  Curriculum  in  Hampton  which 
can  be  easily  adapted  to  all  districts. 

With  the  detailed  knowledge  of  the  composition  of  the 
student  tx)dy,  more  relevant  courses  can  be  created  for  a  t}etter 
development  sequence  of  skills  and  knowledges. 

Presently  a  study  of  the  needs  of  students  in  the  Language 
Arts  area  is  in  progress.  By  June  1977  curriculum  construction 
in  discipline  should  be  in  the  final  stages. 

Federal  legislation  has  been  enacted  that  requires  the 
identification  of  those  students  needing  special  assistance  due 
to  a  handicap  and  also  guarantees  such  children  a  "free 
appropriate  public  education." 

In  an  effort  to  fully  acquaint  you  with  the  ramifications  of 
the  new  requirements,  I  am  including  as  part  of  my  annual 
report  excerpts  from  a  document  entitled  "U.S.  Raising  the 
Stakes  -  Aid  to  Handicapped"  issued  during  May  of  1976  by 
the  Strafford  Learning  Center  located  in  Somersworth,  New 
Hampshire: 


"A  new  federal  law  on  education  for  the  handicapped  raises 
serious  questions  for  the  states  concerning  the  (funding  and 
administration  of  special  education  programs. 

The  law,  known  as  the  Education  for  all  Handicapped  Children 
Act  of  1975  [Public  Law  94-142],  goes  t}eyond  a  simple 
extension  of  federal  aid  for  state  programs  for  the  handicapped. 
In  return  for  that  support,  it  requires  the  states  to  provide  "free 
appropriate  public  education"  for  all  handicapped  children, 
regardless  of  whether  federal  funds  are  provided  in  the  full 
amounts  authorized  by  the  law. 
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The  extent  of  this  commitment  is  substantial,  because 
"free  appropriate  public  education"  is  defined  broadly  by  the 
act  as  comprising  both  "special  education"  and  "related 
services."  The  latter  term  covers  "transportation  and  such 
developmental,  corrective  and  other  supportive  services 
[including  speech  pathology  and  audiology,  psychological 
services,  physical  and  occupational  therapy,  recreation,  and 
medical  and  counseling  services,  except  that  such  medical 
services  shall  be  for  diagnostic  and  evaluation  purposes  only]  as 
may  be  required  to  assist  a  handicapped  child  to  benefit  from 
special  education,"  including  "the  early  identification  and 
assessment  of  handicapping  conditions  in  children."  After 
fiscal  year  1977,  federal  aid  is  authorized  as  a  percentage  of  the 
total  cost  of  providing  education  for  handicapped  children  in  the 
states,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  children  actually  served.  The 
law  authorizes  federal  support  of  5  percent  of  such  costs  in 
1978, 10  percent  in  1979,  20  percent  in  1980,  30  percent  in  1981 
and  40  percent  in  1982.  Based  on  Current  projections,  if 
appropriations  are  made  at  those  levels,  the  federal 
government  could  be  spending  over  $3  billion  per  year  on 
education  of  the  handicapped  by  1982. 

Starting  in  fiscal  year  1978,  the  federal  government  will 
pay  a  percentage  of  the  actual  cost  of  serving  children  at  the 


following  rates:

10% 

1980 

20% 

1981 

40% 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  funds,  each  state  must  assure 
that  "a  free  appropriate  public  education"  will  be  available  by 
Sept.  1, 1978,  for  all  handicapped  children  3  to  18  years  old  and 
by  Sept.  1 ,  1980,  for  all  handicapped  children  3  to  21  years  old  - 
except  where  provision  of  services  to  children  aged  3  to  5  and  18 
to  21  would  conflict  with  state  law  or  court  order. 

The  new  law  retains  previous  safeguards  and  strengthens 
grievance  and  complaint  procedures,    among    the  provisions: 

1.  Parents  or  guardians  will  have  an  opportunity  to  examine 
all  records  concerning  the  identification,  evaluation  and 
placement  of  their  children  and  to  obtain  an  education 
evaluation  of  the  child. 
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2.  Parents  or  guardians  must  receive  prior  written  notice 
when  the  agency  is  to  initiate  or  refuse  to  change  a  child's 
placement.  The  notice  must  be  in  the  parents'  or  guardians' 
natJve  language  and  must  provide  an  opportunity  to  complain 
about  the  matter. 

3.  Parents  will  have  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  before  the 
state  or  local  education  agency,  but  in  no  case  shall  an 
employee  of  the  agency  involved  in  the  child's  education 
conduct  the  hearing.  Adequate  appeal  procedures  are 
required." 

I  am  apprehensive  about  the  funding  of  the  law.  As 
happens  many  times,  it  may  be  that  the  local  taxpayer  will  end 
up  shouldering  the  major  part  of  the  expense  of  the  new 
legislation.  I  will  keep  you  informed  as  to  developments  in  this 
area.  If  you  desire  additional  information,  please  contact  the 
Supervisory  Union  office. 

The  question  of  the  assignment  and  tuition  rates  for  your 
high  school  students  continues  to  be  a  problem.  Your  Board  has 
met  with  Amesbury  officials,  as  well  as  officials  in  New 
Hampshire  towns,  in  an  attempt  to  provide  security  for  the 
future,  as  well  as  reasonable  costs  in  educating  a  large  part  of 
your  school  age  population. 

Included  in  this  report  is  a  "Summary  of  Findings  and 
Recommendations"  section  of  an  audit  of  supervisory  union 
central  office  financial  transactions  completed  by  the  Municipal 
Services  Division  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration.  The  report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1974  and  was  received  by  me  on  December  28,  1976. 
Of  necessity  the  report  involved  several  previous  years  of 
financial  record  keeping.  As  of  this  writing,  the 
recommendations  have  been  or  shortly  will  be  implemented. 
The  full  report  is  available  in  the  Supervisory  Union  office  for 
your  perusal. 

The  staff  at  your  school  has  worked  hard  to  conserve 
energy  whenever  and  wherever  possible.  A  member  of  the  S. 
U.  #21  staff  has  been  given  the  assignment  of  assessing  the 
problem  in  each  district  and  making  recommendations  to  assist 
us  in  coping  with  ever  increasing  costs  of  electricity  and  fuel  oil. 
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As  in  past  years,  I  am  including  at  the  end  of  this  report, 
the  school  memberships  for  all  the  districts  in  Supervisory 
Union  #21  as  of  December,  1976. 

I  appreciate  the  efforts  of  your  School  Board  at  not  only  the 
local,  but  also  the  Supervisory  Union  level.  Although  short  on 
voting  power,  they  contribute  a  great  deal  to  the  entire  system. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Barnard  School  is  a  well  organized, 
competently  staffed,  and  successful  elementary  school. 
Although  lack  of  members  may  mean  less  efficiency 
dollar-wise,  I  submit  that  the  benefits  of  a  small  school  more 
than  compensate  for  this. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  South  Hampton  School  Board  members, 
the  Barnard  School  staff  and  the  citizens  of  South  Hampton  for 
their  help  and  cooperation  this  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Supervisory  Union  No.  21  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1974,  which  was  made  by  this 
Division  in  accordance  with  your  request. 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such 
tests  of  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Unauthorized  Assumption  of  District  Treasurer's  Duties: 

The  functions  of  the  School  District  Treasurers  regarding 
the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  payment  of  district 
obligations  were  unlawfully  delegated  to  Supervisory  Union 
personnel.  This  was  accomplished  by  transferring  to  the 
Supervisory  Union  "accounts  payable"  and  "payroll"  checking 
accounts  funds  of  each  School  District  which  were  required  to 
pay  for  disbursements  authorized  by  each  respective  School 
Board.  This  arrangement  caused  the  commingling  of  funds 
belonging  to  the  various  districts  with  those  of  other  Districts 
and  the  Supervisory  Union. 

In  this  connection,  it  must  be  stated  that  RSA  197:23-A 
stipulates  that  the  district  treasurer  "shall  have  custody  of  all 
monies  belonging  to  the  School  District,  and  shall  pay  out  the 
same  only  upon  order  of  the  School  Board".  These  duties  may 
not  legally  be  delegated  to  anyone  else  within  or  without  each 
respective  School  District. 

The  administration  of  District  funds  in  the  foregoing 
manner  generated  a  great  amount  of  confusion  in  the  various 
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District   and   Supervisory   Union   accounts   due   to   incorrect 
applications  of  funds  and  credits. 

As  a  result  of  the  many  interfund  transfers  and  incorrect 
entries  therefor,  inadequate  accountability  was  provided  by  the 
records  maintained  by  the  business  office  for  each  District  and 
the  Supervisory  Union. 

Funds  Deposited  in  Out  of  State  Banks  Without   Required 
Collateral: 

Funds  belonging  to  the  Districts  and  Supervisory  Union 
were  placed  on  deposit  in  an  out  of  state  bank,  namely  the 
Augusta  [Maine]  Trust  Company,  without  requiring  that 
institution  to  comply  with  the  statutory  provisions  of  R.S.A. 
197:23-A  regarding  collateral  security  to  be  placed  with  the 
State  Treasurer. 


Retention  of  Records: 

The  auditors  were  not  provided  and  could  not  obtain 
cancelled  checks  written  on  the  Augusta  Trust  Company. 
R.S.A.  33-A:4  provides  that  checks  and  bills  will  be  retained  for 
6  years. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  disbursements  made  from  the 
above  checking  accounts  were  made  on  the  bank's  own  checks 
rather  than  those  of  the  respective  Districts  and  Supervisory 
Union.  There  is  no  statutory  authority  allowing  this  method  of 
handling  public  funds. 


Inadequate  and  Incomplete  Accounting  Procedures: 

The  accounts  and  records  maintained  for  each  District  and 
Supervisory  Union  were  Incomplete  in  that  proprietary  accounts 
were  not  maintained  and  the  revenue  and  expenditure  records 
prepared  by  hand  and  by  mechanical  process  had  not  been 
summarized  in  one  place  for  the  fiscal  years  audited.  As  a  result 
of  this  situation.  It  was  necessary  for  the  auditors  to  reconstruct 
all  the  accounts  for  the  years  examined. 

The  newly  acquired  accounting  machine  was  not  being 
utilized  to  its  maximum  potential.    Accounting  controls  over 
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expenditures  were  not  adequately  maintained.  There  was  no 
machine  accounting  for  receipts.  Also,  there  were  no 
accounting  controls  maintained  over  payroll  deductions 
accounts. 

Receipts  and  expenditures  were  not  reconciled  on  a 
monthly  basis  with  the  various  Treasurer's  account.  This 
particular  function  is  essential  to  the  effective  management  of 
the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Supervisory  Union  and  the  constituent 
Districts. 

Payments  to  various  professional  associations  were  made 
in  many  instances  in  advance  of  actual  payroll  deductions.  In 
certain  cases,  such  prepayments  were  not  fully  recovered  due 
to  early  removal  from  service  of  the  personnel  affected. 

The  original  report  of  audit  prepared  earlier  by  the 
independent  auditor  previously  retained  for  the  annual 
examination  of  the  Supervisory  Union  and  District  accounts  did 
not  reflect  the  proper  financial  condition  of  these  governmental 
units. 

During  the  course  of  this  audit  the  above  problems  were 
discussed  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  Supervisory 
Union  Board  and  the  Business  Administrator.  The  Supervisory 
Union  Board  was  advised  to  take  proper  steps  to  eliminate  all 
non  conforming  procedures  and  to  implement  a  system  of 
accounting  fully  consistent  with  generally  accepted  school 
accounting  principles. 


Recommendations: 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  to  correct  the 
deficiencies  noted  hereinabove: 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  comply  with  R.S.A.  197:23-A 
and  cease  to  act  in  the  aforementioned  fiduciary  capacity. 
Accordingly,  the  school  district  treasurers  and  school  tK)ards 
should  stop  making  unauthorized  transfers  of  funds  to  the 
Supervisory  Union: 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  and  School  Districts  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  197:23-A  when  depositing  funds 
in  bank  accounts  in  out  of  state  banks: 
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That  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  33-A;4  concerning  retention 
of  records  be  complied  with; 

That  adequate  controls  be  established  in  accounting  for 
both  receipts  and  expenditures; 

That  proprietary  accounts  be  established  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  practices; 

That  payroll  deduction  control  cards  be  maintained  for 
each  constituent  school  district  member  and  that  such  records 
be  reconciled  monthly  with  employee  earnings  records; 

That  the  practice  of  paying  membership  dues  in  advance  of 
payroll  deductions  be  discontinued,  as  there  is  no  statutory 
authority  empowering  the  Supervisory  Union  or  the  School 
Districts  to  disburse  funds  in  this  manner; 

That  the  Supervisory  Union  make  reimbursements,   by 
Supervisory  Union  checks,   to   the   Hampton   and   Seabrook 
School  Districts  for  excess  transfers  made  by  these  districts. 
The  sums  owed  are  indicated  in  the  liabilities  section  of  the 
balance  sheet  of  June  30,  1974  as  determined  by  this  audit; 

In  view  of  the  aforementioned  violations  of  law  and 
inconsistent  accounting  procedures,  this  Division  is  unable  to 
certify  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Supervisory  Union  as  of  June  30,  1974. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-A,  Section  21,  require  that 
the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  [letter 
of  transmittal]  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of 
the  Supervisory  Union.  Publication  of  the  exhibits  contained  in 
this  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Supervisory  Union 
Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

Seconded  by 
Bernard  Stebbins.  All  in  favor.  Meeting  adjourned  at  8:10  p.m. 
by  order  of  the  moderator.

The  reconvened  Annual  Meeting  of  the  South  Hampton  School 
District  was  called  to  order  at  8:05  p.m.  by  Moderator  Horace 
Cressy  with  40  people  in  attendance. 

The  warrant  now  attached  to  page  212  was  read.  Thomas 
Harlow  made  the  motion  ''to  let  the  school  administrators 
speak  if  called  upon".  Bernard  Stebbins  Seconded-so  voted. 

ARTICLE  I  Mr.  Harlow  moved  "that  the  amount  of 
220,716.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  under  this  article", 
seconded  by  Mr.  Stebbins.  John  Stewart  made  an  admendment 
to  the  motion  "the  entire  school  budget  be  cut  by  5%  or 
11,067.00  and  the  new  total  operating  budget  to  be  210,283.00. 
That  the  school  tx)ard  and  school  administrators  will  make  the 
decision  of  where  the  monies  are  to  be  spent  and  what  articles 
are  to  be  cut.  And  that  they  will  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
monies  appropriated  by  this  meeting"  seconded  by  Michael 
Santosuosso.  Mr.  Harlow  stated  this  was  not  a  fair  motion  and 
the  person  making  the  motion  should  go  line  by  line  and  cut  it 
and  not  leave  it  up  to  the  board.  They  feel  this  budget  is  what  is 
needed  to  run  the  operation.  Supt.  Hamilton  stated  the  staff 
cannot  be  reduced  as  a  teacher  has  to  be  notified  by  March  15th 
if  they  are  not  going  to  be  reappointed.  After  much  discussion, 
a  secret  ballot  was  held;  19  yes  22  no.  Motion  lost,  article  one 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  II  Mr.  Stebbins  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as 
written,  seconded  by  Peter  Coffin.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  III  Mr.  Baker  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as 
read.  Mr.  Harlow  seconded.  Robert  Nelson  asked  for  a  report 
on  the  School  Needs  Study  Committee.  Mr.  Stebbins  stated  that 
no  progress  was  made,  and  then  read  the  minutes  of  the  only 
meeting  held.  John  Santosuosso  inquired  about  the  fence  and 
when  use  of  the  new  playground  would  be  in  effect.  The  board 
stated  there  will  be  no  hot  top,  but  it  will  be  seeded.  Sadie 
Embree  stated  the  Bicentennial  Commission  has  applied  for 
matching  funds  for  the  project.  After  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the 
townspeople  of  what  should  be  printed  in  the  town  report, 
Jewell  Currier  moved,  "that  the  1976  town  report  we  list  the 
salaries  of  the  complete  Staff".  John  Santosuosso  seconded. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Carole  McCarthy  made  the  motion,  "starting  in  the  1976  town 
report,  have  the  breakdown  of  the  school  budget".  Thomas 
Harlow  seconded. 

Michael  Santosuosso  made  the  motion,  "to  have  the  school 
district  meeting  be  held  within  a  week  after  the  town  meeting 
and  no  later  than  March  15th".  Seconded  by  John  Stewart, 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

With  no  other  business  to  transact,  Philip  Imbrescia,  Sr.  moved 
to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  9:15  p.m.  Mr.  Harlow  Seconded,  so 
voted.
